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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 5/24/06 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. Specifically the Applicant argues that the template of Lewis is quite different than the 
currently claimed template and that the feature vector in Lewis relates to the meter. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. As disclosed in 
col. 5 lines 19-22, the image calibrator creates the needle template on the basis of the calibration data input which includes the pivot 
pixel point of the needle as well as the leftmost pixel point of travel and the rightmost pixel point of travel of the needle (col. 4 lines 44- 
62). Although the Applicant believes that their claimed limitation differentiates from this somehow, all that is claimed is that there are 
feature vectors associated with the template, which as specified Lewis discloses. Thus the rejection of the claims is still valid. 
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
